ORDER 

1, Besp'mden't Dalbicsingh was a Congress for election to 
tine EoL Snbha candidate from 11 Shahdol reserved ConsU- 
tllenc^ held on 23-12-1984. He was declared elected. 
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2, Petitioner who is an elector from the M 4 hhya Pradesh 

l.eeislative Assembly Constituency no. 85, Sohagpiir falling 
wiihin 'the Lok. Sabha Constituency Shahdol has chllengcd 
llic election of the respondent on the ground that on the 
(late of his election respondent was disqualified to be chosen 
to fill the seat in view of the embargo under section 10 of 
the Representation of People Act, 1951 read with Ariicle 
102 1 (a) of the Constitution ot India. It is alleged thru on 
(he date ot h's election icspondent held the ofllCe of profit 
under the Madhya Pradesh State Government in his capacity 
as Cha-nuaii ol I'.e Special Area Development Authority 
constituted tuidcr section 65 of the M.P. Nagar Tatha Gram 
Nivesh Adhiniyam, 1973. 

3, Respondent denied that be held any office of profit or 
was disqualified under section 10 of the Representation of 
'People Act or Article 102 of the Constitution. He admitted 
llwt he h.id been appointed Chairman of the Special Area 
Dcvciopn -ui Au.hovil/ (SADA) by the State Government 
but he submitted his resignation as Chairman on 22-11-1984 
which was accepted ort 23-11-1984. On and from 23-111984 
respondent did not hold the said post and, therefore, the 
question of his disqualification did not arise. 

4, FoUowing issues were framed and mv finditms arc 
recorded against them :— 

ISSGES UNDINGS 

1, Wl’frthcr the respondent had resigned the office of 

the Chairman, Vishesh Kshelra Pradhikaran, Amai- 
kanltik, district Shahdol on 22-’1-1984 and the 
same was accepted on 23-11-1984 Yes. 

2, Whether for the above reason the respondent was 

not disqualified to contest tfK election to the Lok 
Sabha Constituency no. 11 (Shahdol Scheduled 
Tribes on the dale when he filed the nomination 
papers i.e, 26-11-1984 ? fie was disqualified. 

3, Relief and Costs ? Petition dismissed wilh^osts 

on the petitioner. 


ItEASONS FOR THE FINDINGS 

5, Issue Nos, ] and 2 ; 

Evidence was led only on the question whether the res- 
randent had resigned from the office of the Chairman of 
SADA before filing of the nopainaiion paper. No evidence 
was led either by the petitioner or by the respondent to 
sbow whether SADA was a Corporation within (he mean¬ 
ing of section 10 of the Repiesentation of People Act and 
whether the office of the Chairman this institution constitut¬ 
ed an office of profit under Article 102 (l)(a) of the Consti¬ 
tution in Guru Gobinda Basu v, Sankari Prasad Ghosal 
and others, AIR 1964 S.C. 254 and Shivamurthy Swami 
fnamdar v. Agadi Sanganna Andanappa, Unrcported Judg¬ 
ments fS.C,) 1970. 33.S, the tests for deciding whetl.’ei a 
candidate holds an office of profit or not have been laid 
down as under ; 

i. Whether Ihe government makes the appointment; 

ii. Whether the Government has the right to lemovc or 

dismiss the hordei; 

iii. Whether the Government pays ihe remuneration; 

iv. v»hat are the function of the holder ? Docs he 

perform them for (he Government and. 

V Docs the Government enercise any control on their 
performance of those function. 

These me all questions of fact which should be aflcged 
in full and proved by evidence. In the absen c of proper aver¬ 
ments it i.s not possible to emb.'>rk on this enouirv. It isais 
for this reason that issues wee confined lo (he plea raised 
in (he written .stn'iemcnt that the respondent had rcsiened 
from the office of the Chairman of SADA on 22-11-1984 
and (he same was accepted oh 23-11-1984. 

6. Obviously the burden of proving these issues was on 
the respondent. Respondent Dalbirsingh fNAW 2) staled 
that on 22-11-1984 he handed over his rcs’ignation letter 
(F-r. D-ltD to the then Chief Minister Shri Arjun .Singh 
at Delhi. On 24-11-1984 he come to Bbopni. He met Special 


Secretary of Iho Department concerned Shri B. B, Shrivastava 
who told him that his resignation hed been accepted. Shii 
B. B Shrivastava. Special Secretary Housing and Environ- 
mcin, Suuc of Madhyta Pradesh, (NAW 1) brought the 
original' documeiiis relating lo the lesignation of the 'pt- 
poiidenl. He pioduced the original resignation letter which 
bears the date 22-11-1984. He slates that this letter contain¬ 
ed the endorsement of the then Chief Minister Shtri Aijun 
Smell to the ctlect that the resignation be accepted vvith 
imuedi t; effect- ("mMA t.siR O -91-1 r^tFd fWT ) 
He received the letter containing the Chief Minis-ier’s en¬ 
dorsement on 23-11-1984. Ho prepared note sheet proposing 
that resignation of Shri Dalbiiliingh, Chairman SADA, 
Amarkantak he accepted with eli'ect from 23 11-1984. The 
file was placed heloi'e the then Minisle,. Department of 
Housing and Hnviionmcnt and she signftl it on 24-1 1-1984. 
'Ihe document Ex. D-11 Was proved in original. Shri B. B. 
Shrivastava stated further that resignation of the respondent 
was notified in the official ga/.ette. By mistake the first noti¬ 
fication mentitmed 23-12-1984 as the date of acceptance of 
resignation though the notification was issued on 24-11-1984. 
However, when this mistake was brought to the notice of 
his office correction_ was published in tlxc official gazette 
hv which die date was corrected as 23-11-1984 in place 
of 23-12-1984. Original gazette dated 26-11-1984 was filed 
wherein this correction w;is made vide Fx. D-1. 

7. Shii .Arjnn Singh, the then Chief Minister of Madhya 
1‘iadesh, was examined on commission. I-fc proved htis sig¬ 
nature on the resignation letter E.X. D-ltk He .also proted 
the endorsement about immediate acceptance of the resig¬ 
nation. He .slated that this letter was received by him on 

22- 11-1984 and he made he endorsement and signed on 

23- l?-1984. Then he marked this letter to the principal 
secretary, Departmcni of Housing and Environment, Bhopal. 
Tn cross-e.xamination he explained that the letter was sent 
to Bhopal through a courier. 

8. Sm.t. Devendi ',1 Kiimari (NAM 1) was the Minister for 
Housing and Environment on the relevant date. She stated 
that note-sheet about acceptance of resignation uf the respon¬ 
dent was put up before her by the Special Secretary, Hous¬ 
ing and environment and she signed the same on 24-11-1984. 
She proved her signature on the original note-sheet. Ex. 
D-II. 

9. From these documents the respondent was able to 
establish that he had resigned fron-> the office of Chairman of 
S.ADA and the same w.as accepted by the Slate Government 
on 24-11-1984, Further, section 123(71(3') of the Represen¬ 
tation of iVeopIo Act lays down that publication in the Offi¬ 
cial Gazette of the appointment, resignation, termination of 
service, etc. of a person in the service of tbe Central Gov¬ 
ernment or of n State Government shall be conclusive proof 
of such appointment, resignation, terminated of service etc. 
and shall also he conclusive proof of the date of taking effect 
of such appointment, resignation, termination of service 
etc. Thus bv virtue of the oral ahd documentary evidence as 
well ns the statutory conclusive evidence, it was proicd 
that (he resnonden't had '■esi.pf'ed the office of the Chairman, 
SAD.A Amarkantak on 22-11-1984 and tbc same was accept¬ 
ed on 23-1 1-1984, 

lU. Learned counsel for the petitioner however listed a 
few circumstances which according to him cast a cloud of 
doubt about tendering of the resignation and its accept;ince 
by the .Slate Government before the ilatp of Secretary i.e. 
2K-J1-1984. He invited my attcniion to section 83 of the 
M. P. Nngnr Tatha Gram Nivesh Adhiniyam which provides 
that a Chairman or a member of a SADA shall notwiih- 
sianding the expiration of his term, continued to hold office 
till his successor enters upon office. According to learned 
counsel successor of the respondent Shri Bholunath Rao was 
appointed as Chairman, the respondent would be deemed to 
have continued as the Chairman of SADA Amarkantak on 

24- I-I9K5 and thciefore, the respondent would be deemed 
to have continued as the Chairman. This argument is with¬ 
out any merit. Section 83 of the Adhiniy.im makes provision. 
I'oi a Viop gap arrangement .so that there mav he n ■ nroblcm 
in running the administration of SADA. This provision can¬ 
not be pressed in service to show that inspitc of respondent's 
resignation and its acceptance by the State Government re.s- 
pondent would be deemed to have continued as Chairman 
till 24-1-198.S. Further appointment of Bhoplanath Rao w.e.f. 
24-1-1985 as Chairman would not permit an inference that 
T'x. D-10 and Ex. Ebij were ante dated by the Chief 
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Minister eoncerned and the Special Secretary of th'e depart¬ 
ment concerned. 

11. Second circumstance emphasized by learned counicl 
Was that the rc.spondi.,d had sworn an alhdavit on 28-ll-]yK4, 
the date of semitiny, wherein he had slated that he did not 
chaw any .allowance or honorarium in his capacity as the 
Chaii'iiian of S.^OA Am.ai'h.,ntah. The ullldaslt is Ex. P-15 on 
record. It was not tiled before the Returnint: Oilicer. The 
athdavit was adniiUed by respondent Dalbirsingh who ex¬ 
plained the reason wliy he had kept such an athdasit ready, 
lie stated that thei'c wci'c lumotirs that an objection was 
likely to he taken at the time of scinliny of his nomination 
paper that he hud been drawning allowances as member of 
the Parliament ns well as Chairman of the S.ADA. In order 
W rebut such an objection he bad kept his nflidiwit ready, 
but it was not filed beiJflu?e no occasion arose for filing it. 

12. According to learned CQunsel if the respondent had 
already rc.signcd the oflice of the Chairman enrher he would 
have menloinod this fact in the affidavit Rnd this omissfoB 
indicated that in fact he had not resigned till that day. In 
the light of the explanation submitted by the respondent 
and voluminous oral and documentary? evidence adduced ia 
that beljalf there is no reason to draw any inference on the 
basis of this affidavit that the respondent had not resigned 
the oflice on 22-11-1984 that it was not accepted on 
24-; 1-1984 w.e.f. 23-11-1584. 

13. Learned counsel for the petitioner then referred to 
the statement of Ajay Kumar Shrivastava (P.W. 5) Chief 
Executive Officer, SADA, Amarkantal^ to the effect that offi¬ 
cial intimation of restjondent Dalbirsingb’s rejignation was 
not received in his office till date. Accoi'ding to leafhed 


counsel this .statement permitted an inference that actually 
no resignation was ever Icnedered nor was accepted, Jf the 
cmlic siaicmcnt or t.ic vvnnc.s.. perused, sijcli an inference 
can only be labelled as perverse. Ajay Kumar Shrivastava 
staled that Intimation about appoinimcnt of fiholunaih R.ao 
dated 24-1-1.985 was received in his office on 29 -l-!. 9 ;'i 5 , ft 
was not neccs.sary to send intimation about resignation of 
the respondent to the ollicc of the Ctdef l-veeutin Officer, 
SADA. Ain.-irkantak, The fact that intimation uboui the ap¬ 
pointment of Bholanalh Rao was received on 2',' i 1035 ^md 
no intimation about reispondent’.s resignation w.is received 
there itself showed th.it the only intimation which was neces¬ 
sary to communicated to the office of the SADA was the 
appointiTicn't of Bholanalh Rao and not tlje resignation oC 
the respondent. In any case the inference ..ugge.sted by 
learned coun.sel witli respect to the dale of resignation of 
ihc respondent iA sot warranted, 

14. I bold, therefore, that it was proved beyond doubt 
that respondent Dalbirsingh has resigned the office of ibe 
Chairman. Special Area Development Authority, .^mar- 
Kanlak. District Shahdol on 22-11-1934 and the same was 
accepted on 23-11-1984. The respondent was therefore, not 
disqualified to contest the election to the Lok Sabha Cons- 
titucBC? «C). 11 (Sluahdol Scheduled Tribes) scat on the data 
•whcM be filed his nominatioB paper. 

14. Ksui; Ni>. 3 : 

The petilian is dismissed, Petitioner-shalr bear the cost 
of the respundest. AdvOca'Ie's fee, Rs. 75e|-, if already certi¬ 
fied.
